Ottawa. Jan. 24.— (CUP)— It may 
bow be fairly assumed that N.R. 
M.A. troops in large numbers are 
not behind the sovernment policy 
ot Ecnding up tO' 10,000- of them 
overseas as reinforcements. The 
latest figure ot soldiers A.W.Uwas 
'estimated at 6,500 or more. 
I It is. quite probable that the at- 
titude of the soldiers is the result of 
loo many announcements In the 
past by . the government that eom- 
pulsory sen'icc overseas was un- 
necessary coupled with an inept 
introduetion of what must have, to 
many soldiers affected by the or- 
der, discrimination in. sending 16,- 
000 soldiers overseas out of 63,000 
eligible, men. 

The government was experienc- 
ing, in the resentment w-hich it 
stirred up,- the inevitable reaction 
to its policy of intimidation, car- 
ried on over several years, to get 
the soldiers overseas. Military 
spokesmen have acknowledged that 
such a policy was carried out in 
the past, .and I have heard eye- 
wUness accounts of 'just how, by' 
ostracism, and "Joe-Jobs", draftees' 
were nersnaded in "no Artlvc". 

Is it any wonder that, after yeiri 
0/ pressure, and ycjis or iie^jutive 
propaganda, the men affected by 
the order to send 16,000 N.R.M.A. 
troops overseas resented it enough 
to go A.W.L.? You cannot build 
esprit de corps overnight, and you 
cannot blame a man for distrust- 
ing the "kindness" technique in- 
troduced by General McNaughlon 
"whtn he has been' expcsed to some- 
thing else for such a long time. 

Just as Important as the absen- 
teeltm among the'sodiers has been 
the holding up of. the p.ew(. about 
it for .a m.onth affer it happened. 
Security is the reason— the fact that 
the enemy must not be allowed to 
know that the soldiers were being 
moved east to embarkation centres 
and that the soldiers were absent- 
ing themselves along the way. 

However, General McNaughton 
has been telling Canadians, and the 
enemy also, that troops were pro- 
ceeding overseas, aiid it has been 
Icnown by hundreds of thousands of 
Canadians that there was dissaffec- 
tion among the N.R.M.A. troops. 
Perhaps the real point is that Gen- 
eral McNaughton has been creating 
■n Impression in all his recent 
speeches that reinforcements were 
proceeding overseas in an orderly 
fashion, when the facts were that 
thousands Of troops were goin| 
A.W.L. 

Both opposition parties have now 
some powerful ammunition to use 
against the General. They can say 
that his linUted conscription policy 
has not worked, and they will pro- 
bably use their opportunity to the 
tullest advantage in campaigning 
■gainst him in Grey North. 

It is events and facts such as this 
that have a habit of deciding the 
fate of elections, and Grey North 
is in the state of flux where any- 
thing - may happen between now 
and February S. . ^ .

Gra^duates in 
Âero Engineering 
Announced Eligible 

A scholarship has been estab- 
lished by the Zonta Inlcrnational 
Organizalion of Executive Wo- 
men, in honor of Amelia Ear- 
harl, for the encouragement of 
graduât* study bywonicn in the 
field of aeronautical engineering. 
$500 will be awarded each year 
to a woman of good health, fine 
character, and high ability for 
graduate study in engineering, 
with special interest in aeronau- 
tics. 

This scholarship may be used in 
any approved school where aero- 
nautjcal work of s high order is 
offered on the graduate level. The 
preparatory work is such as is re- 
quired by the school where the 
applicant intends to register. 

In some schools an undergradu 
ate course In general engineering 
or a major in mathematical physics 
may be accepted as prerequisite for 
graduate work Instead of the under- 
graduate course in aeronautical 
engineering.

Toronto Varsity, Jan. 23, 19«.— 
(CUP)-The veil of secrecy has 
been lifted frojn the sign-plates 
bearing 55-66, and an expectant 
hum is heard over the campus con- 
cerning what I.S.S. Week will bring 
in the way of diversion, but while 
getting ready for the fun, let us re- 
member the story behind 1.S.S, 
which is intimately bound up. with 
student-life in Canada. The- Inter- 
national Student Service is world- 
wide, and entirely kept up . by 
voluntary contributions of studenis. 
It has national offices in a number 
of countries, the Canadian head- 
quarters being at Montreal. 

Founded a number of years ago 
with the aim of helping students in 
need and fostering a closer spirit 
of co-operation among all univer- 
sities, the I.S.S. has borne a major 
share In keeping the lamp of- learn- 
ing lit among both free students 
and student-prisoners In Europe 
and Asia. In this it co-operates with 
the Y.M.C.A. and similar relief 
bodies, but with the exception that 
Its-work-is carried on entirely' by- 
students. * 

America, Canada, England and 
Australia contribute a major part, 
but smaller neutral nations like 
Sweden and Switzerland . are also 
helping their fellow-students, in 
prison-camps in Germany, in Nor- 
way, and ip; Swiss refugee .centres. 

Allied prisoners in Europe, Polish 
Russian and other escaped pris- 
oners and refugees in Switzerland, 
are one group benefiting from our 
contributions. Chinese students, 
who migrated hundreds of miles 
afoot into the west of China, form 
another large group. Both they and 
prisoners and refugees in Europe 
are in need of books and of med- 
ical aid and food, the latter espec- 
ially In the case of the Chinese stu- 
dents. . 

With the end of the war, I.S.S. 
will bear' its share in rebuilding 
the shattered university life of 
Europe and China. 

The drive, which promises, to be

Clarke Reviews 
Music Progress 

Dean of Music Pays 
Tribute to Early 
English Appreciation 

ffteprinted /rom. The Gazette) 
Music was being written in Eng- 
land as early as the 13th century, 
but historians have failed consis- 
tently to give sufficient credit to 
the country for what it has accom- 
plished since those early days. Dr. 
Douglas Clarke, dean of the faculty 
of music of McGlll University, told 
a recent meeting of the History As- 
sociation of Montreal in Royal Vic- 
toria College. 

Prpfcssor Clarke, in a review ot 
the musical accomplishments of 
England, said that the song, "Sum- 
mer is Icumin In", written in the 
year 1226. was the first example 
of harmony known to the western 
world and' nothing ' ' to compare 
with it was written during the next 
300 years^ ■ ' i ' . • . 

In many, respects, England was 
ahead' of the European world in 
the field of music, he said, adding 
that degrees in music were grant- 
ed by Oxford and Cambridge Urii- 
vcrisities long before the practice 
was adopted by European institu- 
tions of learning. In the 16th cen- 
tury, he said, England's music was 
as great as its Uterature.

In accordance with instructions fro^n M.D. 
4, syllabus requirements for third year students 
in science and engineering were set at three 
hours per weelc of military training, a decrease 
of fifty per cent, over the training requirements 
demanded of the two lower years. This was 
necessitated by the hea\'y demands of a tech- 
nical curriculum, and to ensure the student 
ample lime for adequate preparation of his woriî. 
The training requirements, known as "B" sylla- 
biis, were mainly of a theoretical nature, the 
assumption being made, with justification, that 
the student was already adequately groua({è.d: 
in the basic essentials of rifle drill, etc. -!r 

On Jan. 0 a general examination was w^it^ 
ten by all students in third year covering 3hc 
material taught previous to that dale; this^x- 
amination was written by all meHibcrs of.ihe 
C.O.T.C. inking "B" syllabus traiuing exclusive 
of those men comprising the signals platoon, a 
unit which received special instruction and was 
not required to write the examination. The 
results were made known to t)ie men a week 
later; they were iijformed by Major Morris, 
training officer, that those whose papers were 
considered unsatisfactory would be required to 
revert to six hours of training per week, a rehash 
of the more basic work they were preaumed to 
have covered in the first two years of training. 

He also stated that the papers had been 
destroyed, leaving no method or opportunity to 
the student to discuss and correct his mistakes 
with the help of any qualified officer. This 
came as a rather calamitous shock to .most of 
the men concerned, since no previoiis mention 
or intimation had been made to them regarding 
the possible consequences of turning in an un- 
satisfactory paper; the action seemed all the 
more arbitrary, since, in view of the fact that 
only science and engineering students were con- 
cerned, the choice of the examination date 
appeared in utter disregard of the fact that sci- 
ence and engineering students are required to 
write, on the average, from two to five mid- 
terms for regular university credits. There is 
no doubt in anyone's mind concerning the im- 
portance of a knowledge of military theory and 
tactics, but it is certainly unfortunate that the 
coincidence of the examination dates might have 
prejudiced one or the other phases of studies. 

Major Mortis also divulged the additional 
information that Canadian military authorities 
at Ottawa havé authorized the officers com- 
manding of all university contingents to revise 
the existing training schedules, as laid down in 
orders, to satisfy thèir own requirements. As 
a direct result of this, several hundred students, 
who wrote what is considered to be an unsatis- 
factory account of their first term's training 
with the C.O.T.C, are required to attend par- 
ades two nights B week in the second term, a 
formidable salient thérèfore being thrust into 
thé time available to therii for préparation of 
their university work. 

Doubtless the military authorities are justi- 
fied in their dissatisfaction at the rather medi- 
ocre knowledge of military theory exhibited by 
those students whose papers arc considered un- 
satisfactory, but it seems logical to assume that 
a rè-examination would be more favorable than

THE PERIODICAL ROOM 

For the student who is writing an 
essay, making a speech, taking part 
in a debate or kesplng up with 
current events, the Periodical Dc- 
pa.rtment in the Bedpath Library 
not only provides abundant mater- 
ial but Indexes and other publica- 
tions that assist him in finding the 
material. 

This Department, which Is sit- 
uated next to the cloakroom, con- 
tains current periodicals, govern- 
ment publications and newspapers. 
Vhe periodicals are arranged on 
open shelves in alphabetical order 
by title, those not in .English In a 
separate group. A list, i>osted on 
the Bulletin Board, makes it easy 
to find particular titles immed- 
iately. 

Through the Redpath Library, 
the various Departments of the 
University -^Architecture, Chemis- 
try, Engineering, Music, etc. — are 
supplied with current periodicals 
dealing with the particular sub- 
jects that are housed in those lib- 
raries. Back numbers of all peri- 
odicals are kept In the stack for 
use in the Library only, and may 
be called for in the same way as 
a book. All arc entered by title in 
the General C:ard Catologue in 
the Reading Room, and the entry 
shows the years and volumes avail- 
able. 

Among ttie publications which 
serve to locate material on a spe- 
cial subject or about a certain per- 
son, a few ot the outstanding are 
the following: 

(1) Jteaders* Guide. to Periodi- 
cat Ltteralure, an author and 

subject index, cumulative, which 
gives title, volume and date of 
the periodical containing the de-

(2) Current fiiotrraphy, month-

(3) Fact* on File, and Xeet- 
ino's (Tontemporarj/ Archiws, 
loofé-Ieqf pu)>llcQtIons of current 
events. 

(4) Cousrnment publication! 
about the war, which include 
those of the Wartime Informa- 
tion Bo^d, the Wartime Prices 
and Tra'de; Eo&rd, and Uidse of 
foreign goverhments in' exile; 

The lighter sl<ic Is not forgotten 
in the Periodical Department Your 
Ifobby can be pqrsi^ed if it is photo- 
graphy or tl^e ^rama, handicrafts, 
natural science, or the politics of 
your own country. For study or re- 
creative reading, the Periodical 
Room of the Redpath Library is 
open Monday to Friday from 0 to 
6, and Saturday S to' S. 



If you look low in the western 

skies within a few hours after sun- 
set any clear night for the next 
two months, you will sec an object 
readily recognizeabie because it is 
so much brighter than any of the 
other stars it resembles. The vast, 
complicated, yet simple mechanism 
of planetary orbits once more 
brings Venus into an elongation, 
and once more Earth's sister planet 
becomes the brightest object in the 
night skies, and ,will continue to 
grow brighter still until the begin- 
ning of spring. 

Venus, true to her mmé, has al- 
ways been/ seductive apd myster- 
ious to the: astronomer, presenting 
unsolved problems and exploding 
his theories about her frequently as 
fast as he can make them up. Some 
what smaller than Earth. Venus Is 
the second planet in distance from 
the Sun, taking 22 days to make a 
trip in an orbit 67 million miles in 
radius. As its orbit lies sunwards of 
the Earth, it always appears within 
a definite limited distance of the 
Sun In the sky. It either rises up 
to about four aiid a half hours 
ahead of the Sun as the morning 
star, or sinks in the west after sun 
set, hmvever, much of the time is 
spent so close to the Sun that It 
cannot be seen, except by dareful 
search. 

The greatest eastern elongation 
of Venus wiU occur this year on 
February 2, however though it 
can thèn be observed as longest, 
it is not tiie brightest As Venus 
moves further around to pass In 
front of the sun, it becomes closer 
to the earth, but at the same time 
it turns more and more of its dark 
face towards us, being lighted sole- 
ly by reflected sunlight Venus 
actually shows phases like the 
Moon, and "New Venus" naturally 
occurs at inferior conjunction 
when it passes before. lhe Sun. The 
combinatioiTof ttïéïK^êttMtsIr^^ 



in Venus appearing 'brightest fur- 
ther around in its orbit, on March 
10 in fact. Inferior conjunction is 
reached April IS, and Venus then 
moves in to the morning sky to 
more or less to reverse the process. 
Since Venus must make > one lap 
against Earth in the race around 
the Sun before another eastern 
elongation Is reached, thé compa- 
rative rareness of such good ob- 
servational conditions is apparent 
Even when we do have a good 
chance to look at Venus, she mys 
tyfies us greatly. The surface is 
hidden by a layer of dense clouds, 
and no astronomer has ever been 
lucky enough to see the clouds 
part, if. indeed they ever do. At 
one time it was thought that Venus 
was in the same state that Earth 
underwent millions of years ago 
during the Carboifcrous Age. It Is 
a matter ot recent discovery that 



the Atmosphere consists chiefly ot 

carbon dioxide gas. This precludes 
the possibility of any ordinary life 
except perhaps the most elementary 
single-celled forms. Even these 
would have a hard Umc of it. since 
any bodies of water In which they 
might live have probably become 
seas ot formaldehyde so great is 
the carbon dioxide content of the 
air as revealed by spectrum 
analysis. 

The reason for the fact that 
Venus' atmosphere Is different from 
ours, lies In the. relative closeness 
of that planet to the sun. Oxygen, 
which, on Earth does not react eas- 
ili^withireem'Un^^^ 
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surface materials on Veiius due to 
the higher temperature and influ- 
ence of stronger ultra-violet radia- 
tion. \Vhat oxygen is left combines 
with hydrogen to form water, and 
leaves carbon dioxide as the major 
constituent of tho atmosphere. 

Despite this disappointment as a 
possible cradlo of life, a stage for 
study, of prehistoric evolution, 
Venus sUll interests the scientists. 
The scientific world will b««^wait- 
'ing breathlessly when the first 
space rocket returns ironi Venus.

religion and that it was the only 
nation that had been Constantly at 
war for a period of more t^'an 500 
years. •- -fi^i^-'-'î^-. 

In the person and career of Mus- 
tapha Kemal. known later as Xcmal 
Ataturk, can be seen the whole 
transition of the Ottoman Empire 
into the Turkish republic. Dr. 
Jackh asserted. Kemal Ataturic was 
much more than the president of 
Turkey, the speaker maintained, 
he became the builder. of a modern 
Turkey and the reformer of all 
Turkish life. This he. accomplished 
by uniting the people into a Turk- 
ish national state, by restoring the 
strategic geo-political positjon as 
guardian of the Dardanelles — a 
drawbridge between the BÏlkans, 
the Middle East. Modern Turkey 
the speaker defined as republic, 
nationalist, populist, etatlst and 
secular. In his analysis of "etatism" 
as pertaining to Turkey, Dr. Jackh 
maintained that it had no connecr 
tlon with an ideology but that its 
state planning and limited state 
control was an expedient for a poor 
country without a bourgeois class. 

The speaker pointed out that 
Kemal Ataturk and the leaders who 
followed him held the same dem- 
ocratic and progressive outlook in 
foreign affairs as in internal af- 
fairs, noting Turkish leadership in 
an attempt to seciufc' lasting peace 
by collective agreements with all 
her neighbors siich as the Balkiii 
pact u'hich united Turkey with 
Greece, Yugoslavia and Rumania 
and the Near Eastern Pact 'which 
united her with Iran, Afghanistan 
and Iraq. Mustapho Kemal also 
maintained close relationships with 
the Soviet Union. " Turkey stiU 
maintains this outlook and will do 
its utmost to assist in fonping a 
world security system for .every 
nation," the speaker ccncluded. 

Mrs. A. T. Henderson, thc presl 
dent, was in the chair, and intro' 
duced and thanked the speaker.'
